There is but one reason for an income 


tax in any of the European countries, 
namely, necessity for securing revenues 
to defray the expenses of government. 
Only in Germany has such H tax met 
with any degree of success, and there 
only through £tfae most despotic meth- 
ods; there only the very poorest are ex- 
empt; and if after three days' written 
notice payment fails to be made, the 
household goods of the delinquent are 
seized and sold by the collector, and the 
collector of taxes is made liable for any 
taxes lost by reason of his failing merci- 
lessly to enforce the collection. It is be- 
cause such despotism is necessary on the 
part of the government to enforce equi- 
tably an income tax, that Republicans 
and a very respectable element of the 
Democratic party oppose it. 


But it may be|irgued that the income 


tax bill, BOW before congress exempts all 
incomes of W,000 and^ under and does 
not affect the poor. 
Republicans and 


all right minded Democrats oppose this 
proposition bccauee it is inf q^oue, illog- 


ical, unjust and vicious, and does violence 
to that great Republican principle of 
"equality before the law." 
For example 


a man whose income is $4.000 is exempt 
while his neighbor whose income is 
$4,001 is taxed, and as Congressman 
Burke Cockran put it in his speech be- 
fore congress, "A man with a capital of 
165,000 loaned at 6 per cent, on mortgage 
will escape taxation. 
A ,man with WO,- 


000 loaned at 5 per cent, will escape tax- 
ation. Yet each of these men is a drone 
in the industrial hive. He but hires out 
his money that another man. may use it. 
The real profit that is made upon that 
capital is coined by the man who borrows 
it in the sweat of his bro-y." 


The borrower, by his genius and energy, 


is a producer, makes the wheels of busi- 
ness go, gives labor an opportunity for 
employment, and if his genius is of that 
order that it enables him to create an 
income, the government comes along, 
takes him by the throat, prys into his 
private affairs and forces him to pay a 
tax on his genius which has helped to 
enrich the country, while the shylock 
who loaned him the money and produces 
nothing^ goes free. 
In short, it is a tax 


by the government upon energy and 
genius. 


Recurring again to the operations of 


an income tax in monarchial govern- 
ments, Mr. Gladstone once said "I think 
that some happier Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer may achieve this great accom- 
plishment, and that some future poet 
may be able to sing of him: 


"He took tills tax a*ay 
And unlit himself an c^erl:i*>tlnK name." 


At another time Gladstone said: "I 


believe it does more than any other tax 
to demoralize and corrupt the people," 
and about the same time Disraeli in par 
liament said: -The odious feaatures of 
this tax cannot by any means be re- 
moved or modified," meaning that so 
long as the tax was tolerated the nation 
must suffer the odium involved in its 
collection, England tolerates it only be- 
cause she does not know where to go to 
raise the same revenue, and would aban- 
don it in a moment if she could derive 
the same revenue from 
some other 


source. She, therefore, has an income 
tax because of the necessity for it. 


Republicans oppose it because there is 


no necessity for it; and no man of any 
party favors it on the grounds of neces- 
sity. So the reasons given by those who 
advocate it in this country are not the 
reasons why it has been adopted in mo- 
uarchial governments. It is a deplorable 
fact, but true, nevertheless, that the in- 
come tax is proposed in this country 
solely in obedience to a modified but 
dangerous spirit of communism, that 
has been put into the heads of too many 
of our otherwise good citizens by design- 
ing demagogues. That spirit that would 
break down all wealth and progress, by 
putting capital in jeopardy in every pos- 
sible way. 
That spirit which is repre- 


sented by the Populist party and a 
large clement of the Democratic party. 
The 
income 
tax 
is 
proposed 


to curry favor with those who entertain 
these and other 
dangerous heresies. 


With all such heresies and demagogy 
the Republicans hold no sympathy, it 
regards them all as inimical to the pros- 
perity of the country, and for this rea- 
son, also, they oppose an income tax in 
this country, except in case of necessity 
such as an 
expensive war or some 


equally expensive calamity. 


To summarize, the Republicans oppose 


an income tax, 


Because there is no necessity for re- 


sorting to it for revenue purposes. 


Because it fs both un-republican, un- 


democratic, 
un-American, 
unjust, 


odious and creates a government espion- 
age into the private affairs of the citi- 
zen's business. 


Because all war against capital, used 


in the development of our resource? and 
which gives labor employment, must 
prove in]urious to business prosperity, 
and affect labor and agriculture injur- 
iously in the end. 


Because the claim that an income tax 


will transfer the burdens of the state 
from the shoulders of the poor to those 
of the rich, is an infamous delusion. 


Because an income tax tends toward 


the impairment of the right of all the 
people to equality in the control and 
support of the government. 


Because an income tax woum operate 


to drive the holdings of stocks in rail- 
road and other great" American inter- 
prises abroad, for the simple reason that 
if an American and an alien held stock 
in the same American interprise and 
each derived an income from it, in the 
application of the law, the government 
would tax the American on his income 
while the alien, whose capital taw the 
same protection would not be taxed. - 


The proposed measure only taxes per- 


sonal incomes and does not tax corpora- 
tions.

The theme of Rev. H. H. Onoal^it 


Grace church last night was, "Citizen- 
ship and Morals." At the opening ser- 
vices in the evening Mrs. G, W. Handy, 
of West Bay City, Mich., sang a solo 
with good effect, entitled "I Alone the 
Cross Must Bear." The pastor took his 
text from the 4th verse of the 13th chap- 
ter of Romans: "Do that which is good, 
and thou shalt have praise for the same; 
for he is a minister of God to thee for 
good." The speaker said in part: "Civil 
government is a divine institution, and 
the family is the origin of the state. As 
families increased in number, communi- 
ties were formed, and rules regulating 
the public life of the whole people were 
formed; officers were chosen to execute 
the rules or laws. Consolidated commu- 
nities form a state or nation. States 
and nations are sanctioned by divine 
authority; 
God built a nation for 


a model to the nations of the world. 
God chose one family from the fanatics 
of the world. Through 400 years God 
guarded,protected and blessed it. He pre- 
pared for them a statehood, selected a 
land for his people, gave them laws, di- 
vided them into tribes and gave them all 
the .details of a theocratic government, 
which means a God ruled people. God 
himself was the head of the nation. 
They were successful in war—never lost 
a battle when God was with them. 
If 


men had been contented with a theocracy 
there never would have been a monarchy. 
Alexander, Caesar, Hamilton, Bonaparte 
and Charleinange would have been 
among its best and noblest benefactors 
The people said, "Give us a king that we 
may be like the other nations around 
us," and Saul was given them. In God's 
government note 
this—the marked 


prominence given to the morals of the 
people. God'sjaws are epitomized in the 
ten commandments. They comprise the 
the great duty of man in his relation to 
civil government. Christ came to exact 
and give force to this code of morality. 


II. The great object of civil govern- 


ment is to do the people good—the high- 
est good to the largest number of peo- 
ple. Ought to have a government that 
seeks the benefit of the people governed. 
Tariff and similar questions are merely 
incidental in the life of the people. 


No nation has existed for a great while 


where its people have become immoral, 
drunken and given to vices. Rome with 
all her greatness, glory and literature 
went down because she lost private vir- 
tue. 


It becomes every patriot to help the 


government under which he lives to 
carry to the people a pure morality, We 
cannot defy the Almighty and prosper.

growing, when they are not joyful they 
are going backward, but pain is a far 
more

than 


joy. Sunshine isjaot more indespensible 
to harvest than cloudy day's and in 
Christian life the yoke and the harden 
are eminently profitable. Divine help, 
as a factor in the 
religious life, as a 


source of light, on the journey, must not 
lie civi rlooked. While man works out 
his Kiilviition-with fear and trembling, 
the God who works in him [to will a.ncl 
to do ic more responsible for his salva- 
tion than he the man is. 


.In tho evening the subject of tho ser- 


mon Vas creeds from the text Proverb's 
22:28: ''Remove not the. ancient land- 
marks which thy fathers have set." The 
sermon was a very entertaining and log 
ical one, Covering the subject of creeds 
and sttongly presented the necessity fcr 
standing by the doctrines of the fathers 
rather than destroying their doctrines 
for the fleeting theories of men. There 
were good audiences morning and eve-' 
ning and Miss Eversole, of Champaign, 
presided at the organ.

UNDER THE DEBRIS. 


Collapse of a Crowded Tenement 


Building in Mempbi* 


FODRPEBSOHS KILLED, f l¥E 1HJURED, 


And Many Missing, the Latter Sup- 


posed to be Dead in the Ruina— 


Horrifying Scenes Attending 


the Work ol Rescue. 


A Grewsomo Spectacle. 


MEMPHIS,

cheap eoflins laid iu a row. in the 
morR-ne, and five bandaged forms re 
posing on cots at the city hospital, 
represent the dead and injured taken 
from the debris of a tenement build- 
ing on the northeast corner of De Soto 
and Ueale streets, at 7:15 o'clock yes- 
terday morning.

There is no doubt that there are 


more bodies beneath the immense pile 
of brick, lime, sand and splintered 
timbers that now covers the place 
where the building stood, but it is safe 
to say that no haste that may be made 
for the recovery of the bodies will 
avail to save life, for all that were not 
rescued by noon yesterday are beyond 
the reach of human aid. 
Tho Collapie Was Wltn eased by Several 


Ptrsons. 


The collapse took place at 7:15 o'clock 


yesterday morning. It was witnessed 
be several persons on the outside, and 
several of those who were on the inside 
survive to relate what little they know 
of this, one of the most appalling dis- 
asters that ever occurred in Memphis. 
There was a creaking and cracking, a 
swaying of walls, then the collapse,that 
came with a crash. A great cloud of 
dust Boated out upon the air, filling 
the street each way for a block. There 
was a hurrying forward of policy, fire- 
men ami citizens, and then the worlf 
of rescue began. 


Chancia for Bscovery Doubtful. 


Of the injured the chances for the 


recovery of Cora Murphy and Cather- 
ine Boyd are extremely doubtful. 
All 


the persons taken from the building 
are colored. 


The building was erected thirty-four 


years ago. 
It was of brick, three and 


a half stories high, with a slate roof. 
Wliile it was all one building, it was 
divided by a thick wall into two com 
partments. The building had never 
been condemned as unsafe. 
It was 


considered us one of the staunchest of 
the ohler buildings in this city. 


Horrifying: Sosnett.

The scenes attending the rescue were 


horrifying in the extreme. The bodies 
that were found with 
life extinct 


were all badly crushed, the flesh torn 
and mutilated, and some of them were 
almost nude.

A half hour after the collapse oc- 


curred, the news of it had traveled 
over the entire city and the attend- 
ance at the churches showed a de- 
cided falling off, as the worshipers 
could not resist the temptation of vis- 
iting the grewsome place. The result 
was that a great crowd gathered there 
until Beale and DeSoto streets in tlie 
vicinity were densely packed. 


The time for church services came 


and went and still the crowd re maided. 
As each corpse was lifted out, a groan 
would go up. The noon hour brought 
no diminution of the mass of people, 
and the he'nt of the afternoon was un; 
noticed by the throng. When dark- 
ness set in there was still a large 
gathering and boys and men stepped 
over tlie ruins to try to find a corpes 
that the laborers' had overlooked dur- 
ing the day. 


Tha Work of B--SCU?. 


Men went to work on the debris SIH 


soon as the collapse took place. First 
an old negro woman shook the dust 
from off her back, arose from the top 
of the heap and got. awfiy without as- 
sistance. Then tlie form of a woman 
was lifted out, still alive; and soon the 
body of a man still breathing was 
pulled out. 
These were sent to the 


city hospital. 


Then came 
si corpse, and so the 


work 
of 
rescflc. 
proceeded slowly 


throut;ho\it the day. The exact nxira- 
ber of lives lost will not be known un- 
til the debris is cleared away. There 
were about 6fty rooms in the tene- 
ment, about half of which were occxi- 
pied. Twenty-two people were known 
to be in the building at the time of the 
collapse. Of these six escaped with- 
out serious injury, four were taken out 
dead, five wounded, and the remain- 
der are missing.

The liberals them 
selves admit that a crisis may be pre-

bold upon power. Of course any fur- 
ther defeat will involve the resigna- 
tion of the ministry, and the opposi- 
tion are looking forward with feelings 
of the utmost confidence to the next 
appeal to the country, which they be- 
lieve will result in the return of a con- 
servative majority. 
The normal gov- 


ernment majority of 86 had been re- 
duced Thursday night to 24 through 
the absence of the Parnellite members, 
who have recently been spending their 
time in Dublin quarreling among 
themselves and denouncing the gov- 
ernment's lukewarmness. 
The Summon* of the Liberal Whips Ig- 
nored. 


Three liberals were also absent and 


not paired. This would not have 
rendered the position so critical, but 
the successive divisions taken in the 
house that night show that the liberal 
-whips cannot with any degree of cer- 
tainty rely upon their men responding 
promptly, if at all, to their summons. 
From the 24 mentioned the govern- 
ment's majority dropped to 18 through 
absenteeism, then to 15 and was finally 
wiped out in the division on the East 
London water bill. 


The liberals made a great outcry 


of dissension on the part of the Mc- 
Carthyites, but this was disproved by 
an analysis of the voting, which dis- 
closed the fact that the McCarthyites 
stood by their guns and that the 
dwindling majority was caused by the 
abstention of the radicals from taking 
part in the division.

Forecast for the Coming Week in 


Congress, 


WHICH Mil OR MAY HOT BE FOLLOWED 


The Tariff Discussion in the Senate— 


Senator Hill in Opposition to the 


Wilson 
Bill—The 
Chinese 


Treaty—Other Bills. 


WASHINGTON-, April 9.—According to" 


programme the tariff debate in the 
senate will open up in earnest in the 
senate this week, but "programme and 
arrangements have thus far, this ses- 
sion, proven to be very uncertian and 
the opening day may disarrange the 
whole outline for the week. Unless this 
happens Mr. Hill will speak to-day, and 
there will be naturally much interest 
taken in the line which the New York 
senator will take in the tariff discus- 
sion. Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
will deliver a tariff speech to-morrow. 
On Wednesday Mr. Peffer, the Kansas 
populist, proposes to give a further in- 
stallment of the speech he has already 
commenced in favor of his own tariff 
bill, and will probably be followed by 
Mr. Hall, who, however, may not be 
able to finish until the next day; Mr. 
Mitchell, of Oregon, is down for Thurs- 
day, 
and Mr. Quay, of Pennsylvania, 


for Friday. 


Mr. Hill is expected to take the 


floor at 2 o'clock to-day. The appar- 
ent opposition of Mi*. Hill to the tariff 
bill as it at present exists and his ex- 
pected antagonism to the income tax 
feature have caused a very great de* 
sire on the part of his colleagues tff 
hear what he has to say, and especially 
on the part of the majority who have 
the tariff measure in charge. Mr. 
Hill is sure to have an audience, and 
the members of the house will be 
present in numbers to listen to the 
man who is thought to hold the key to 
the tariff situation. 


Mr. Quay some time ago gave notice 


of a free-coinage amendment to the 
tariff bill, and the possibilities of such 
an amendment to work mischief in 
the ranks of the democracy are so great 
that a vote upon it would be antag- 
onized with vigor by the men in charge 
of the bill, who, under any other con- 
ditions, would be glad to have the op- 
portunity to meet this issue. 


There are other important matters 


pending in the senate. Among these 
is the Chinese treaty, which Mr. Mor- 
gan is anxious to get out of the way. 
But little headway was made Satur- 
day, 
the discussion being largely upon 


the question of how the treaty should 
be considered. This contest will prob- 
ably be renewed to-day as soon as Mr. 
Hill finishes his speech, and whether 
the senate decides to discuss the treaty 
in open session or in accordance with 
the established precedents, there is 
every indication of a debate ranging 
over three or four days at least. Mr. 
Perkins, of California, is prepared for 
a speech of some length, and Mr. Stew- 
art, who is bitterly opposed to the 
convention, has given notice that he 
will 
speak 
for 
two 
days, and, 


whether the doors be open or closed 
Mr. Stewart, judging from past ex- 
perience, will probably be able to con- 
sume the time, of which he has given 
notice. Mr. Dolph and Mr. Mitchell 
and one or two other gentlemen from 
the far west are also in the fighting 
humor. Altogether this treaoy ap- 
pears to have in front of it a rough 
passage. Mr. Call has still part of his 
unfinished fight on hand growing out 
of the Florida appointments, and he 
showed sufficient strength last week, 
to go into executive session against the 
protests of Mr Harris, who oc 'npies 
the position of "outpost" among the 
parliamentarians on 1m side of the 
chamber.

It is an open secret that if 
Mr. Harris attempts to push Jiis mo- 
tion he will be confronted with a re- 
quest on the part of the republicans 
that a quorum be present at all times, 
and especially when the journal is be- 
ing read, and the absence of half a 
dozen republicans would make it very 
difficult for the majority, as things are 
now, to get this quorum. The whole 
situation affords abundant opportu- 
nity for the skill of the parliamentarian, 
and the week can hardly pass without 
one or more bouts between Mr. Harris 
on the one side and Mr. Aldrich on the 
other. The republicans have openly 
declared their intention of adjourning 
on Friday till next Monday and the 
democrats have been notified that if 
they attempt to prevent it the time 
will be spent in doing something other 
than the discussion on the tariff.
